SEEING that Spiritualists have done so much and are 


still doing more in enlightening various denominations as 
to many of their errors, doubts and unbeliefs, it behoves 
us, ag Spiritualists, to point out to some of our brothers 
and sisters the inconsistency of. our heading. Son- 
trast those words with what we read in the chapter i. 
General Epistle of James, verses 13 and 14: ‘Let no man 
- say when he is tempted, 1 am tempted of God, for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth he any man, 
but every man is tempted when he is drawn away of his 
own lust and enticed.” 

From a logical point of view, God, being all-good, 
cannot transend the Law of His Being. Job says, “Even 
the stars are not pure in His sight.” 

To put the subject into plain words implies that we 
call God the tempter, if we make use of the words as repeated
